Houston, Tex., July 24.—Disp atches 
from the storm-swep t coast sections 
of Louisiana and Texas, and from a 
hundred miles of the interior, illumine 
but little the tale of the hurricane of 
Wednesday, which rivaled in intensity 
the storm of 19 00. Today the number 
killed is conservatively estim ated at 
twenty-five; those more or less seri­ 
ously injured are twice as many, and 
the p rop erty loss is conservatively es­ 
tim ated at a million dollars. 
Belated 
rep orts may add to the list of casual­ 
ties and the p rop erty damage, but ex­ 
cep t to isolated p oints all communica­ 
tion has been restored. 
Late disp atches show that damage 
was done by the storm throughout a 
section in Texas extending on an av­ 
erage 100 miles into the interior. Many 
counties send rep orts indicating that 
very few householders escap ed losses 
of at least a minor sort, which in the 
aggregate total a large sum. 
While 
the p rop erty destruction has been 
great, the loss of life and the p rop or­ 
tion of injury is almost inexp licably 
small. 
This is attributed largely to 
the fact that storm warnings gave the 
inhabitants an op p ortunity to p rep are. 
Again, as in 19 00, the severest p ortion 
of the blow came during the daylight. 
In many p laces crop s have been 
p rostrated, but the hot sun following 
the hurricane is doing much to restore 
normal conditions in the fields, and 
loss estim ates from this source are 
very easy of exaggeration. 
Along the coast the storm extended 
from a p oint near New Orleans to 
Brownsville, with the center of sever­ 
ity in the neighborhood of Bay City 
and Velasco. 
In the interior the dam­ 
age zone furtherest north is along the 
Galveston, H arrisburg & San Antonio 
railway, with zig-zag dives at towns 
and into rural districts to the north 
of it.
